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1: ‘The s-oposed Chilean national Pro-reace Conrress nas been postnoned to the 
last of September, nossibly util the 26th, after having been sct for 1 to 3 
Septenber. The delay has been caused tf. the many difficuities the Communists 
have oncountered in their efforts to »~onularize and strengthen the pro-neace 
movemant in Chile. 


@, The svovincial committees renortedly have failed to lay the proner ground~ 
work for the conforence, and have not becn able to raise funds to pay the 
transvertation costs of the nrovincial delegates to the conference. The 
Yational Executive Pro-Peace Committea has instructed its orovincial 
adherents to organire repional conferences immediately to anpoint regional 
delegates to particinate in the nronosed national conference. 


3, The Communist Party of Chile (fCCh) has instructed its sembers to sirn and 
to obtain signatures for the Ctockholm reace “etition. The Political 
Comission of the Party has estim:ued that 30:-,000 to 40,000 signatures 
should be collected in Chile, but only about 100,000 cirnaturce have been 
obtained to date. It has been learned that the old-time Cormunist militants 
in peneral have conreciated this activity and have concerned themselves 
solely with national labor and colitica probloms, The Communist leaders’ 
endeavor ta identify the strurcle for neaee with the ficht for better Living 
conditions has not been well-accepted by the svorkers or by many of the non- 
Communist Labor leaders. In snite of the Communists! recont cooperation in 
the labor field with other leftist rrouns, such as the Trotskyites'! Partido 
Curcso Revoluctionario, the .narehists and the socialists, these sroups nave 
not reacted favorably to the Stockholm Tecition. The anarchists in 
particular have branded the vetition as absurd and a waste of time. ‘whe 
Trotskvites have maintained that war ise inewitahle and have sham little 
interest. Only the Commnist Youth orgunizations have actively vorked to 
obtain sipnatures for the peace cebitioni., 


h, To remedy this situation, the PCCh has crdered the preparation of a dotailed 
repert on bhe oresent statrs of the or--peace movement. The Party intands 
to ake the "strurgle fer neace™ the most imortant Communist activity at 
the »resent time. 
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
